A Message from the Chairman 


As you know, I conclude my two-year term as chairman. 
It is again my privilege and honour to discuss and comment 
on the Gallery activities for the year. Opinions expressed 
are my own and not necessarily shared by or on behalf of 
the Gallery. 


I am happy to inform you that our association with the 
Government of Ontario works well and our allocation for 
the year 1968-69 has been increased. This permits us to 
expand our activities and programme, especially in the 
Province. Without the larger subvention from the Province, 
it is doubtful that we could continue to operate. We are, 
therefore, most grateful. 


The Gallery, on request, has absorbed the Art Institute of 
Ontario one year ahead of schedule, and thus expanded our 
exhibition programme in the Province. Seventy-seven exhi- 
bitions are being prepared and will be circulated through 
Ontario in the coming year. The attendance at these exhibi- 
tions, based on previous records, is estimated at 600,000 to 
700,000. The attendance at the Gallery last year increased 
as well, so that the combined attendance of Gallery exhibi- 
tions conceivably could be in the neighbourhood of 900,000 
in the coming year. 


Our operating costs continue to rise. The Province of Ontario 
Council for the Arts and The Canada Council have made 
substantial allocations to the Gallery. Notwithstanding these, 
our deficit for last year was $60,000. Regrettably the cut to 
$12,500 by Toronto Metro Council contributed to our 
financial plight. It is almost unthinkable that Metro, which 
benefits most by the Gallery, has failed to support an inde- 
pendent institution such as ours which does so much in this 
area. I know of no other city in the world which gives so 
little to its art museum on a per capita basis. You will note 
in the accompanying report that our own corporate cam- 
paign showed some gains, and that both the Women’s Com- 
mittee and the Junior Women’s Committee continue to 
participate in our activities with their traditional enthusiasm. 
Our membership reached an all-time high during the year 
of 6,500 members, and this indicates the widened interest 
by the community in the Gallery. 


Our plant no longer relates to the needs of the day, and a 
city of Toronto’s potential dare not continue to think in 
terms of 1930. I am hopeful that our crying housing need 
will soon be resolved, and I am confident that in addition to 
the governmental help there will be a considerable contribu- 
tion from our own supporters. 


The exhibition programme was a balanced one. Our two 
major shows, the Guggenheim International Sculpture and 


Pa 


the Tissot drew well. One took us into the future and ap- 
pealed to the younger generation, while the Tissot show 
took us back to Art Nouveau and Impressionism. In addition, 
several excellent drawing exhibitions were mounted, high- 
lighted by the old master drawings of the National Gallery 
of Canada. 


The Gallery evolves steadily as an educational institution. 
Our film and lecture programme met with an excellent 
response. 


This brings us to the changing image of the Gallery and its 
new directions. I recently visited Documenta at Kassel, 
Germany, the largest and most important display of current 
art. I came away dismayed and disheartened, as what I saw 
had little to do with art forms and spiritual values. It was 
not an aesthetic experience for me. I realize we live in an 
age of disposability and quick obsolescence, but I always 
realized that the great master works of art of other times are 
not disposable. At Kassel, there was no statement or mes- 
sage, no continuity, no rhythm, no spiritual values. 


We have had, and will continue to have problems in show- 
ing and acquiring current art. We ask ourselves: What is 
our role? What will our role be? In this changing, confused 
world the need for guidance and evaluation is greater than 
ever. The museum has great responsibilities. We must be 
open-minded, fair and forward-looking. There is a chal- 
lenge, but we must not abandon our heritage. The museum 
must remain the custodian of the great treasures of the past. 
I trust that our acquisition and exhibition programme will 
be studied without prejudices, and we must look for leader- 
ship from our own director and curatorial staff in the chart- 
ing of our course. 


I am grateful to the director, the curators, and the staff for 
their dedication and hard work. I thank them again on your 
behalf. We have a strong Women’s Committee, a good Junior 
Women’s Committee, and a large core of dedicated workers. 
I trust that the Gallery, with all its difficulties, will be able 
to function as a rallying force and inspirational source in 
the cultural life of this community. We need many things, 
most of all enlarged facilities. All of us must insist on “excel- 
lence” as our motto as we move on!

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Report of the Director 


Gone forever is the day when an art museum can feel that 
it is performing its function if it adds to its art collections 
and organizes occasional temporary exhibitions. Today, 
especially in North America, the art museum is an educa- 
tional and social instrument of surprising complexity with 
many different aims. Furthermore, it generally attempts to 
serve a public which is not only wide and varied but more 


knowledgeable and demanding than ever before. 


Like so many of its sister institutions on this continent the 
Art Gallery of Ontario has this past year, in addition to the 
traditional activities associated with museums, held lecture 
series, conducted tours, seminars, conferences, art history 
and technical training classes, practical art classes for chil- 
dren and adults, musical concerts both traditional and exper- 
imental, a film festival as well as regular film evenings, 
art demonstrations and happenings. If one were to add to 
this some of the exciting and educational events sponsored 


by our Women’s Committee the list would appear to be un- 
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believable. Perhaps what is unbelievable is the fact that this 
programme is conducted in an art gallery designed at a time 
when none of these activities were planned or perhaps even 


envisaged. 


The following summary of the year’s work can obviously 


only touch the highlights. 


CURATORIAL 


Centennial Year provided a particularly rich opening 
schedule for the Gallery’s 1967-1968 season. Three impor- 
tant centenary exhibitions followed each other. The Gallery 
mounted Perspective ’67 in co-operation with the Centennial 
Commission to show the work of young artists and crafts- 
men from across Canada. The. exhibition, shown only at the 
Art Gallery of Ontario, was competitive, and a six-man jury 
of artists and museum professionals awarded prizes in paint- 
ing, sculpture, graphics and crafts amounting to a total of 
$24,000.

Perspective '67, which drew artists under 40 from across the 
whole nation, was followed by an exhibition drawn from 
Ontario and Quebec only, as the first major venture of the 
Ontario - Quebec cultural exchange programme. This, the 
Ontario Centennial Art Exhibition, was unique in the most 
important sense that it was entirely of works purchased for 
the Province by Mr. Bryan Robertson, O.B.E., the Director 
of the Whitechapel Art Gallery in London, England. Mr. 
Robertson bought 178 works of art with the $100,000 at his 
disposal and 91 artists were represented. The exhibition was 
co-sponsored by the Ontario Council for the Arts, the 
Department of Tourism and Information and the Art 
Institute of Ontario. Bi-lingual catalogues were provided for 
both Perspective ’67 and the Centennial Art Exhibition. 


These two major exhibitions of work by Canada’s younger 
artists were followed by the most inclusive exhibition of 
Canadian art ever assembled, 300 Years of Canadian Art, 
organized by the National Gallery of Canada, with a sump- 
tuous and scholarly catalogue by the Chief Curator at the 


National Gallery, Dr. R. H. Hubbard and the Curator of 
Canadian Art, Jean-René Ostiguy. This exhibition ran con- 


currently with a British Council exhibition of the sculptures 
of Henry Moore which the Gallery initiated and mounted in 
the Court and in Grange Park, and before the two exhibi- 
tions were concluded the Gallery had also opened an exhibi- 
tion of plastics sponsored by the Art Rental Service of the 


Women’s Committee. 


In December the Canadian Society of Painters in Water- 
colour held their 41st Annual Exhibition in the Margaret 
Eaton Gallery and in Grange House we mounted a Christ- 
mas exhibition of Victorian mementos connected with the 


Grange. 


The second half of the season began with an exhibition of 
Master Drawings from the National Gallery of Canada for 
which there was a catalogue prepared by the staff of the 
National Gallery and the Curators at the Art Gallery of 
Ontario.

of Old Master Drawings. 


On February 24th the Guggenheim International Sculpture 
Exhibition was opened in Toronto prior to its visit to the 
National Gallery and the Montreal Museum of Fine Arts. 
This was the first of the Guggenheim’s famous selective 
surveys to be devoted to sculpture, and represented over 100 
works of the 1960's by eighty artists from countries all over 
the world. 


The Guggenheim International was followed by a major 
exhibition of the works of James Tissot, organized prin- 
cipally by the Gallery’s Chief Curator in conjunction with 
the Rhode Island School of Design. This exhibition was 
accompanied by a scholarly catalogue prepared by Mr. 
Brooke with the assistance of Henry Zerner of Brown 
University and Michael Wentworth of Harvard University. 
It was the first comprehensive retrospective exhibition of 
the works of Tissot anywhere. 


The season of special exhibitions was extended to a total of 


12 months, with two specially arranged shows from the 
Gallery’s own collection. The first of these, which opened in 
May, was an exhibition of Recent Acquisitions 1962-1967 
and the second, a comprehensive exhibition of works pur- 
chased with the assistance of funds from the Women’s 
Committee. This second exhibition enabled the gallery to 
display its holdings of post-War II European and British 
artists otherwise not usually seen. Accompanying this exhi- 
bition, was a selection of Canadian drawings and Eskimo 
carvings from the collection of Mr. and Mrs. C. S. Band 
which was exhibited in the Margaret Eaton Gallery. 


During the past season the most notable purchases in the 
area of historical painting were the St. Paul the Hermit by 
Mattia Preti, the Demoiselle de Magasin by J. J. Tissot, 
bought to coincide with the Tissot Exhibition, and the Gerard 
de Lairesse Death of Cleopatra. The most notable acquisi- 
tions of Contemporary Art were in the area of sculpture: 
the Gallery acquired major works by Americans, David 
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Members’ opening of the 300 Years of Canadian

important purchases of contemporary painting were works 
by two Montreal artists, Jacques Hurtubise Juliette, 1966 
and Claude Tousignant Gong 88, 1967.

FINANCE AND ADMINISTRATION 


Our operating costs continue to increase and we wish to 
record our gratitude to the following for the generous sup- 
port of our programme: Province of Ontario, The Canada 
Council, Metropolitan Toronto, The Province of Ontario 
Council for the Arts, The Centennial Commission. The 
latter two organizations made grants towards the cost of 
specific activities, ice. Seminar II and the publication of a 
catalogue of our Canadian Collection. 


Under the chairmanship of Mr. John B. Ridley 50 canvas- 
sers collected $74,530. Included in this amount were a 


number of donations from new contributors. 


Our substantial deficit was due in large part to an increase 
in staff during the period from 45 to 59; all these being in- 
volved directly with our new provincial responsibilities. Our 
most notable loss this year was in the person of our chief 
curator Mr. David S. Brooke who will assume the director- 
ship of The Currier Gallery of Art in Manchester, New 


Hampshire, in October 1968. We would like to pay tribute 
to the important contribution he has made during the 314 
years’ stay with us and wish him every good fortune in his 


new position. 


Attendance during the year reached a total of 195,585 com- 
pared to 173,666 and 152,797 for the two previous years. 
While we would not suggest that attendance necessarily indi- 
cates success, it is one measure of the public service which 
this Gallery is performing. At the Annual Meeting on 
October 3rd the membership will have an opportunity to 
meet the trustees and committee members. These dedicated 
volunteers give invaluable support to the staff and deserve 
our gratitude for assisting us during another full and inter- 


esting year.

The Women’s Committee is a volunteer group working to 
promote public interest in the Art Gallery of Ontario and to 
provide more services for the Gallery’s public. In October, 
four members attended in Montreal the sixth conference of 
Volunteer Committees of Art Museums of North America, 
an organization founded in our Gallery in 1952. Dr. Jean 
Boggs, Director of the National Gallery of Canada, spoke 
on the role of the volunteer in an art museum. We asked 
her to give the same address at our annual meeting in May, 
for our volunteers and for representatives from other gal- 
leries in the province. 


Dr. Boggs encouraged us to believe that the “amenities and 
warmth” which the members of a women’s committee bring 
to an art gallery are of true value. Certainly, in our Women’s 
Committee’s twenty-second year of enthusiastic existence, 
the 136 active members and many of the 83 sustaining mem- 
bers gave countless hours of work to run and to staff our 
two permanent projects, the Gallery Shop and the Art Ren- 
tal Service; to raise money to provide works of art, equip- 
ment, and special services for the Gallery; and to arrange 
events which would bring more people into the Gallery and 
into a consciousness of why our community and our prov- 
ince needs an expanding Art Gallery.

The Gallery Shop is open for business during all Gallery 
hours. The Shop stocks a wide selection of books on art, 
children’s books, reproductions, posters, and Christmas 
cards. This year, gross sales were 27% higher than last year. 


The Art Rental Service is an annually avalanching success. 
This year, 435 individuals and 125 businesses have rented 
or bought from a constantly changing collection of over 500 
works of art. In the fall, a special two-week exhibition 
Plastics inspired both critical acclaim and public interest 
while, in May, 745 people thronged the Pick-Nic Party for 
bargain summer rentals. Through the year, 236 people be- 
came members of the Gallery especially to use the Art 
Rental Service. 


In November, we presented the Art of Cooking, our seventh 
annual money-raising series of cooking demonstrations 
under the generous sponsorship of Canada Packers Limited 
and the Consumers’ Gas Company, with Michael Field, 
Chief Consulting Editor of the Time Inc. Food of the World 
Series, as master chef. 


In the spring, we planned our first overseas art tour for 
Gallery members and sponsored a series of six lectures on 
Italy by Dr. T. A. Heinrich, Professor of Art History at 
York University.

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This year we bought furniture for the Grange and Gallery 
and made a major contribution to the purchase price of a 
work by the American sculptor, David Smith, Untitled 
(Stainless Steel circle) 1962-63. 


The Women’s Committee has long talked about the day when 
Grange House, the historic building which formed the 
nucleus of the Art Gallery, could be restored. We under- 
wrote a feasibility study and, in November, the consulting 
architects presented their plans. The Women’s Committee 
decided to turn the feasibility into a reality. The estimated 
cost of $200,000 became our goal and on May 14th we 
announced the establishment of the Grange Fund. By June 
30th, we had received, as memorials, donations totalling 
$3,887.72. 


We are pleased that the Art Gallery memorial to Martin 
Baldwin, director of the Gallery for 28 years and founder 
of the Women’s Committee, will be made through the Grange 
Fund. We look forward to the restoration of a principal 
room in Grange House to be known as the Martin Baldwin 
Room. 


The Junior Women’s Committee, a group of 35 energetic 
and effective volunteers, has representatives working on all 


our projects and has also continued its own full regular 
programme: the annual costume ball; four lunches For Men 
Only; the sale of the cookbook Can You Stand 25 for 
Dinner?; a series of Saturday morning Gallery visits for 
children; and help at all the Gallery Wednesday Open 
Nights. 


Both Committees enjoy acting as hostesses for the Gallery 
at openings, receptions and events for Gallery members. We 
extended a welcome to the families of sculptors who partici- 
pated in the International Sculpture Symposium last summer 
and to the delegates at Seminar II, the winter conference 
of provincial museums organized by the Art Gallery of 
Ontario. We have been happy to advise other galleries in the 
province, when asked, about the development of volunteer 
services and we found our own perspective enlarged through 
meeting many representatives of museums throughout the
